counting for the num ber of 
people, th e ir age, sex and oc­

The U. S. Census iv au th o r­ 
ized by the C onstitution and 
m ust be conducted for certain 
necessary purposes. 
We, of 
course, m ust know w hat our 
population is and, in fact, this 
is 
w hat 
the 
C onstitution 
originally provided. O riginally, 
it was intended for th e p ur­ 
pose of apportioning the U. S. 
House of R epresentatives. To 
quote the authority contained 
in the C onstitution suggests 
the sim plicity intended: 
The 
actual enum eration shall be 
m ade w ithin thre<i years afte r 
the first m eeting of the Con­ 
gress of the United S tates, 
and w ithin every subsequent 
term of ten years, in such a 
m anner as they shall by law 
direct.'' Of course this leaves 
room for an expansion of in­ 
form ation in accordance w ith 
the tunes, but the tim es never 
require people to rove ii in ti­ 


m ate d ata about them selves 
which is not the G overnm ent’s 
business. 
In 
addition, 
they 
w ant to impose on those who 
refuse to answ er for any re a ­ 
son. a fine of $100 and a jail 
term of up to 60 days. 
The 
vast m ajority of people would 
probably not object to some 
form of com pulsory require­ 
m ent to respond to essential 
questions. 
For the purpose of identify­ 
ing the citizens of our C ountry 
and to serve the interest of 
business which needs certain 
inform ation, 
it 
is 
suggested 
. sim ple form, mailed to each 
that seven questions 
on a 
household, 
should 
m eet 
the 


requirem ents. 
These 
ar* 
N am e and address; relation to 
head of household; sex; date 
of birth; race or color; m arital 
status; and visitors in home 
at the tim e of Census. 
Instead of this sim ple re­ 
quirem ent, the pre-test form s 
and those which may be sub­ 
m itted 
unless 
legislative 
action prohibits it, will con­ 
tain more than IOO questions. 
A Bill now before the Con­ 
gress would require this basic 
inform ation 
on 
each 
indivi­ 
dual but 
would 
perm it the 
answ er 
to num erous other 
qestions on a voluntary basis. 
One after another who have 
studied this question in depth 
feel that much m ore accurate 
and useful data would be ob­ 
tained if given on a voluntary 
basis. M arket research firm s 
have found that any elem ent 
of coercion

Main problem for the 25 re ­ 
visionists 
to 
overcome 
was 
created 
when 
the Commis­ 
sion was established — by a 
divided legislature — in the 
spring of 1967. 
Originally the Commission 
was to be formed by a joint 
House and Senate resolution. 
However, the Senate refused 
to go along with the plan so 
the House acted alone. Speak­ 
er Ben Barnes named a House 
Committee. 
But 
Lt. 
Gov. 
Preston 
Smith 
declined 
to 
make any appointments. Gov. 
John Connally gave consider­ 
able 
m oral support 
to 
the 
Committee, but now he is a 
“lame duck" and will not be 
governor when the Commis­ 
sion subm its its report to the 
Legislature next January. 
In term s of the substantive 
proposals for a new consti­ 
tution. 
the Commission has 
been far from decisive to this 
point. 
Reports have been 
heard 
from various subcommittees 
on the executive branch, the 
judiciary, 
political 
subdivis­ 
ions, taxation and other top­ 
ics. 
These reports 
have been 
given tentative approval by 
the Commission as a whole, 
but on all votes it was made 
clear that decisions made now 
can be reversed during the 
the next slate 
of meetings 
this coming fall. 
One of 
the most 
heated 
debates in the brief history 
of the Commission came from 
a 
recommendation 
for 
the 
appointm ent of the judges on 
the Texas Supreme Court and 
the Court of Criminal Appeals 
by a 
five-man commission. 
Voters would either approve 
or remove them. At present 
these judges are elected by 
the people. 
Two members of the Com­ 
mission 
were 
particularly 
forceful 
in 
their 
argum ent 
against this proposal. 
H. S. (Hank) Brown 
of 
San Antonio, president of the 
Texas AFL-CIO, opposed the 
m easure as being a dangerous 
trend for a democratic so­ 
ciety. Brown argued that the 
people have a right to elect 
their judges. 
Rep Dick Cory of Victoria 
contended that such a pro­ 
vision in the revised consti­ 
tution would insure its de­ 
feat when the m atter is put to 
a vote. 
Dr. Janice May, 
govern­ 
m ent professor at the Uni­ 
versity of Texas, said Cory 
and Brown are overlooking 
the realities of the current 
system of judicial selection. 
"R ieht now' two-thirds of 
all our judges are 
initially 
named by appointment 
from 
the governor. Then, as a m at­ 
ter of practice, they run for 
re-election and are almost al­ 
ways retained in office,’’ she 
said. 
Most of the members of 
the Commission have express­ 
ed some desire to strengthen 
the 
hand 
of the 
governor. 
They 
m aintain that a 
m a­ 
jority of the state agencies 
are virtually free of his in­ 
fluence and 
can carry out 
public policy without regard 
to his wishes. Opponents of 
the proposal point out that 
the 
governor 
already 
has 
authority 
to appoint 3.000 
office holders. 
Many Capitol observers re­ 
call that a constitutional re­ 
vision commission created by 
the Legislature in 1957 sub­ 
m itted recommendations after 
several years of meetings, but 
no action has ever been taken 
on them.
